In any event this and other in- 
stances in the last two weeks are re- 
garded hére as evidence of the fact 
that the German submarine com- 
manders probably have instructions to 
torpedo no ships without warning and 
to save passengers and crews before 
destroying the vessels. The view in 
official quarters, therefore, is that if 
the present policy of the German sub- 
marine commanders is continued the 
next note of the United .States, with 
its emphatic assertion of an intention 
to exercise neutral rights, will not 
necessarily lead to a break between 
the two countries. There are some

PASADENA, July 13.—Advocating 
the withdrawal of the American Am- 
bassador from Berlin and the handing 
of his passports to the German Am- 
bassador at Washington, former Sen- 
ator George Franklin Edmunds, No. 
841 South ,Orange Grove avenue, to- 
day sent to President Wilson a letter 
of comment on the latest German 
note. 
Ex-Senator Edmunds, who ig 87 
years old, was formerly one of the 
Prominent figures in the Republican 
party. He was a member of the 
United States Senate from 1866 to 
1891, when he resigned. During the 
Presidency of Gen. Arthur, he was 
leader of the Senate on the Repub- 
lican side, and was President pro tem. 

He is the author of many important 
laws, including the Edmunds Act, 
which was passed March 22, 1882, for 
the suppression of polygamy in Utah 
and the disfranchisement of those 
who practiced it. He was also au- 
thor of the Anti-Trust Law of 1899. 

The communication to President 
Wilson is as follows: 

Mr. President: 

The German reply to your second 
protest and remonstrance against the 
inhuman and barbaric destruction by 
submarines of the lives of many 
peaceful citizens of our country. as 
well as those of the civilian citizens 
and subjects of countries against 
which Germany is carrying on an ag- 
gressive war having been at last re- 
ceived, I beg to say as one of the 95 
r cent., as I think, of the grown-up 
and intelligent people of our country 
who have gladly supported your et- 
forts to mitigate the intrinsic evils 
and horrors of so-called civilized war- 
fare and to defend our citizens in the 
exercise of the long-established rights 
of neutrals, that the reply is, in my 
opinion, in substance an attempt to 
justify, or else to evade responsibility 
for all the slaughter of our civilian 
citizens which it has knowingly com- 
mitted. Thus, the most grave situa- 
tion plainly stated in your communi- 
cation remains just what it was. 

Were not the German government 
so full of “kultur,” and, therefore; as 
it thinks, so logical, I should suppose 
that it was trying upon you Fabian 
or Chinese tactics, which I feel most 
strongly this nation should resent. 

Let us then cease futile correspond- 
ence and withdraw our Am or 
and send to the German Ambassador 
his passport. 

I am an old man, and have from 
long before this war publicly worn 
the badge of the Massachusetts Peace 
Society, but I can no longer endure 
the awful spectacle without an ex- 
preasion of my opposition to further 
discussion under present circum- 
stances.

WASHINGTON, July 13.—Serious 
confusion in the entire shipping trade 
of the Far East was reported today by 
Consul-General George E. Anderson, 
at Hongkong, to have resulted from 
the order of the Japanese government 
reserving for Japanese shippers all 
space on ships operated by the Japa- 
nese subsidized trans-Pacific lines. 
Under this order, the Consul-General 
Said, all space in the Japanese ships 
heretofore allotted shippers at Hong- 
kong, Shanghai and Kelung, Formosa, 
having merchandise for the United 
States now is withheld. All contracts 
and agreements made with non-Japa- 
nese shippers for space during June 
and July are revoked, even steerage 
passenger space being taken over for 
Japanese use, and arrangements for 
space in August are being made with 
the possibility of the extension of the 
order in view. 

“While in the trade there are 
stories of all sorts of ulterior motives 
on the part of the interests con- 
cerned,” said the report, “there is in 
fact mo reason to ascribe any other 
motive than that given. It is of en- 
treme importance to Japanese manu- 
facturers and exporters that Japa- 
nese products pass most freely and 
promptly to the United States at this 
time, and the Japanese government 
is using the advantage it has in pos- 
sessing a large subsidized merchant 
marine to serve the interests of its

The total subscription amounted to 
close to $3,000,000,000, according to 
the statement made by Reginald Mc- 
Kenna, the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer, in the House of Commons 
today. The total number of subscrib- 
ere through the Bank of England was 
550,000, whose contributions aggre- 
gated $2,850,000,000. | 

The subscriptions through the post- 
oftice have not yet closed, but up to 
date 547,000 persons have subscribed 
$75,000,000 through this channel. No 
figures are available as to the num- 
ber of small vouchers taken out. 

Mr. McKenna, in making the state- 
ment, pointed out that the figure of 
$4,000,000,000 mentioned in the news- 
papers neither was expected nor de- 
sired by the government. If that 
amount had been reached, he said, 
it would have been necessary to close 
the list. 

“This gigantic total,” continued Mr. 
McKenna, “represents only new mon- 
ey. It does not include any stock 
which will be issued for the purposes 
of conversion. 

“This huge sum of nearly 13,000. 
000,000—far and away the largest 
amount subscribed in the history of 
the world—has only been obtained by 
the patriotic response of the whole 
people. It is a declaration to our ene- 
mies and to our allies that this united 
government will prove faithful to its 
trust and to the cause of the allies.”

a part of the college curriculum; an 
official classification of all those fitted 
for military enrollment; and a require-

American commercial representa- 
tives abroad recently directed atten- 
tion to the Spanish deposits, which 
are near Barcelona, with the informa- 
tion that capital for their development 
was not available in Spain.

KNOWN TODAY. 


He Tried to Hypnotize Me in 
Court, Says Witness, 


Matteawan Experts Declare 
He is Clearly Insane. 


Constitutional Inferjority Ex- 
plained by Doctor. 


[BY A. P. NIGHT WTRE. } 

NEW YORK, July 13.—The State 
rested late today in the sanity trial 
of Harry K. Thaw, the jury’s verdict 
in which, if approved by Judge Hen- 
drick, will determine whether the 
slayer of Stanford White shall be re- 
turned to Matteawan or have his lib- 
erty restored. The case will reach 
the jury tomorrow, and a verdict is 
expected during the afternoon. 

A new angle as to the mental call 
ber of Thaw was given by Dr. Austin 
Flint, an alienist, who resumed the 
stand today. Dr. Flint told the court 
that Thaw had attempted to hypnotize 
him. Judge Hendrick regarded the 
alienist with some interest, then asked 
if he really believed Thaw was trying 
so-called hypnotic powers. With great 
emphasis, Dr. Flint repeated his state- 
ment, declaring Thaw had stared at 
him for fifteen minutes. The court's 
gavel was used vigorously to restore 
quiet. 

MATTEAWAN’S OPINIONS. 


The other witnesses today were Dr. 
Amos T. Baker, assistant superintend- 
ent of Matteawan, and Dr. Raymond 
F. C. Kieb, a physician at that institu- 
tion while Thaw was confined there. 
Dr. Baker testified he examined Thaw 
on several occasions, had examined 
his will and a codicil, and that from 
these he had come to the conclusion 
that he was insane. 

“Can you state with reasonable cer- 
tainty whether at the present time 
Thaw is sane or insane?” asked Depu- 
ty Attorney-General Becker. 

“He is insane,” the witness replied. 

Dr. Baker admitted he observed no 
signs of insanity in Thaw during the 
present trial except that while on the 
witness stand he had persisted in an- 
swering questions after objections had 
been raised by his counsel. This ten- 
dency, he admitted, was indicative of 
bad judgment. 


PARANOIAC TREND. 


The witness said he thought Thaw 
was suffering from constitutional in- 
feriority with a anolac trend. 

Judge Hendritk at this point de- 
manded to know how it was that the 
people put on the stand alienists who 
disagreed as to the mental condition 
of Thaw. 

“I think I can explain that.“ said 
Mr. Becker. “If a man has a high 
fever everyone knows he is sick, but 
the doctors may disagree as to the 
reason.” 

Dr. Kieb agreed with Dr. Baker 
that Thaw was suffering from consti- 
tutional inferiority with a paranolac 
trend. The only evidence of this he 
had noticed during the trial, he de- 
clared, was that Thaw’s replies on the 
witness stand were somewhat ram- 
bling and incoherent.

FREIGHT-HANDLING CHARGES. 


Shippers and Longshoremen of 

Portiand Will Get Together for Pur- 

pose of Equalizing the Rates.

PORTLAND (Or.) July 13.—Rep- 
resentatives of the shipping organiza- 
tions of Portland and of the long- 
shoremen’s organizations will meet in 
Portiand within a few days to try to 
adjust the matter of equalizing freight 
handling charges on the water front 
here with those in other Pacific Coast 
cities. Agents of steamship lines op- 
erating out of the Columbia, and a 
committee of shippers, T. V. O’Con- 
nor, president of the International 
Longshoremen’s Union; John Keene, 
president of the Pacific Coast division 
of that union, and Andy Madsen, its 
secretary, will be present.

RAILROAD MEN 
TO GET REWARD 


Will Get Their Jobs Back in 
England After War, 


Agitator Worried by Women 
Worker Problem. 


Convinced that New Element 
has Come to Stay. 


IA. F. FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE. 
LONDON, June 25.—The British 
Ministry has promised the National 
Union of Railwaymen that at the end 
of hostilities the railwaymen serving 
with the armed forces will obtain 
jobs equal to those they gave up. At 
the same time, J. H. Thomas, M. P., 
secretary of the union, says he is ex- 
tremely uneasy over the problem of 
women railway workers. In a speech 
at a meeting of the men in Notting- 
ham, he said: 

“I am profoundly convinced that 
you have to face the fact that female 
labor has come to stay. Therefore, 
we have got to make up our minds 
upon one or two things. First, what 
grades would it be dangerous for fe- 
male labor to be engaged in; second, 
whatever grades they work in, they 
must not be used as a means for re- 
ducing the prices that we have se- 
cured for particular grades by years 
of agitation. What we have to say is 
that no woman's labor is to be made 
the means of reducing the status of 
any grade in the railway service.” 
CLASSES OF WORK. 
According to the speaker, there are 
certain classes of railway work which 
women are unable to perform, and 
women are not proving satisfactory in 
all the positions that have been 
opened for them. 
In short, there were two courses 
open to the unions—either to refuse 
to allow the experiment of women 
workers altogether, as has been done 
in some places by the street car men, 
or to devote the union's energies to 
insisting upon the maintenance of the 
standard of wages. Most of the speak - 
ers favored the latter procedure, urc- 
ing that “while the trade unionist 
cannot, without stultifying his own 
principles, protest-against female la- 
bor, he has every right to protest 
against female labor, which is merely 
cheap labor under an alias, and it is 
in the Interest of the country that he 
should 80 protest.” 
The only government department 
which has made any wholesale effort 
to avail iteelf of the large amount of 
female labor at its disposal to take 
the place of men in military service 
is the postoffice. This department 
now has 3000 new women employees 
in the various branches of its work 
throughout the country. 
IN POSTOFFICE. 

Ot the 170,000 men employed the 
postoffice before the war, 37,000 ve 
joined the army. In the rural dis- 
tricts women have been employed in 
a limited way as letter carters for 
some years past; they have now been 
introduced into some of the small 
towns and citie Other places which 
are being o ed to women are those 
of the mail sorters and messengers. 
Girl telegraph messengers, mounted 
on bicycles, are gradually taking the 
place of the boy mesengers, and a 
great deal of the postoffice’s telegraph 
work is being done by young women. 
Women clerks and accountants have 


the London general postoffice. 

On the authority of a high postal 
official, it is stated that the reports 
from all quarters are to the effect that 
the work of the women who have been 
engaged to replace men has been ex- 
tremely well done. “They work quick- 
ly and accurately, and they are very 
conscientious,” says one report. 
Women letter cariers will be seen 
in the suburban districts of London 
within a few weeks. Candidates for 
these posts have already been called 
for from the government labor ex- 
changes. 
Women are as common a sight in 
English fields now as in the continen- 
tal countries. Over 150,000 male 
farm laborers have enlisted in the 
army and caused a grave shortage. 
Farmers complain of the scarcity of 
labor and say that they have suffered 
from recruiting all they can bear. As 
the local food supply was never so 
important as now, they have even 
asked for the release of soldiers for

Some are probably orphans, in- 
deed—their mothers have len in the 
sudden shell fire which devastated the 
villages during the first German ad- 
vance, or have died of privation along 
For some frantic mothers 
searching through all the per- 
ils and delays and prohibitions of the 
war zone. 

Then there are the separated fami- 
lies. This is more common and in its 
way just as distressing. None knows, 
who has not lived in this world of 
war, how thoroughly and effectually 
Belgium and Northern France are 
shut off from any ordinary communi- 
cation with the allied nations. 

For a type of the common situation, 
take “madame,” the highly admirable 
and charming Frenchwoman who 
manages one of the larger hotels here 
in the absence of her husband, who 
is fighting with the territorial, near 
Arras. Madame comes from Lille, and 
Lille has been for ten months in the 
hands of the Germans. 

When the German advance began 
madame’s father sent out her mother 
as being too old and feeble to stand 
a state of war. Then the line was 
sealed before Lille. Since then neither 
mother nor daughter has heard a 
word of the family. They may not 
hear until the end of the war. 


FAMILIES TORN APART. 


Again, a Belgian woman came into 
town a few days ago upon a matter 
of business. She was visiting in Ghent 
when the Germans came; but she 
lived in Brussels. Like so many other 
people, she believed that the Germans 
would never try to occupy Brussels, 
but would push into France by the 
eastern route. When she woke up it 
was too late. The Germans took 
Ghent. they took Ostend; she fled be- 
fore them into England. Her parents 
and her sisters are still in Brussels, 
and she has no word. She has ac- 
counted for only one brother, and he 
is fighting on the Teer with the RPel- 
gian army. These are but common- 
places of life by the line nowadays. 

I met a Belgian officer the other 
day whose story is a little peculiar 
among these tales of separation. He 
lives, or 414 live, in Antwerp. Before 
the war he was worth a matter of 
$200.000 or $400,000. Probably fust 
at present he is not worth a cent. 
When the war came. his regiment was 
sent to stop the German machine at 
Lege. When the Belgians fell back 
his regiment was not among those 
which defended Antwerp—they were 
told off to harass the German advance 
through Southern Flanders. 

Antwerp fell and. naturally; he was 
anxious about his wife and hie three 
young children. He received news at 
last that just before the fall of the 
city she had taken the children and 
gone to Ostend, then free from Ger- 
mans, with the intention of sailing for 
England. Then Ostend fell. They had 
friends tn England. He felt sure that 
she would report to them. He man- 

to get a short leave of absence 
for the purpose of looking for her. 
He crossed to England. 

She had come and gone. A fishing 
boat. which beat about the channel 
for four days on contrary winds, had 
carried her and the children out. But 
when she reached England she re- 
ceived false information to the effect 
that he was stationed at Havre, in 
France, to which the Belgian govern- 
ment had transferred itself. She had 
promptly sailed to find him—they had 
crossed on the English Channel.

RIBUTE TO CAESAR. 

Right in the midst of the protestations 
of economy and retrenchment, emanating 
from the “Progressive” press bureau in 
Sacramento, comes a statistical bulletin is- 
sued by the Federal government giving 
the total, per capita and comparative cost 
of county government in every State in 
the Union. Page 35 of the report gives the 
governmental cost of the California coun- 
ties, exclusive of State and municipal ex- 
pense, as $46,013,485. This is more than 
$21,000,000 greater than that of any othor 
State. The second is Ohio with an expense 
of $24,993,147. 

Page 76 of the same report shows that 
the receipts from general property taxes of 
California counties is $34,825,081, or $19,- 
000,000 more than that of Ohio, which is 
again the second State. The per capita 
rate for general property is $15.64 for Call- 
fornia against an average rate for the Unit- 
ed States, California included, of $3.29. 
Excluding California, the average for the 
rest of the United States is about $3 
capita, 

And 
They are based on the California expense 
under the county government bills of 1913. 
Confronted by the figures of this report, 
Gov. Johnson signed in June thirty-nine 
county government bills, increasing still 
further pay rolls and salaries of thirty-nine 
California counties. 

It seems incredible that the taxpayers of 
enlightened California should pay on an av- 
erage five times as much for their county 
government as is paid by taxpayers of other 
States for similar service. It has been a 
habit with us to condone the suffering tax- 
payers of the benighted European monar- 


chies, crushed under the awful burden of 


oppressive military budgets; but an inspec- 
tion of Federal consular reports reveals 
that we pay a higher tax per capita for our 
county government and expense alone than 
those whom we pitied as suffering and op- 
pressed pay for government, district and 
municipal taxes. If those old monarchies 
had attempted to levy a tax equal to our 
combined State, county and municipal rate 
Europe would have blazed redder with rev- 
olutionary flames than she now burns as 
the crater of a world war. 

We cannot excuse ourselves by alleging 
that our counties perform services that are 
rendered by the State elsewhere, for our 
per capita rate for State taxes is double 
that of the average American State. Nel- 
ther can we justify our high rates by cit- 
ing the amounts we expend on schools and 
highways. After excluding every dollar 
that we pay for both, our county rate is 
still double that of other States where both 
are included. | 

These are the actual conditions by which 
we are confronted. To quote the words of 
an eastern statistician: “Californians must 


de either dead easy or densely ignorant to 


put up with such a condition; it seems to 
be a mixture of nonchalance and unbelief. 
They imagine others pay as much; they 
are satisfied with their present prosperity 
and they do not take the trouble to inves- 
tigate.” 

Medical research has demonstrated that 
the first step towards a scientific treatment 
of a disease is to locate the seat of the dis- 
order and to discover is true nature. A 
similar research into the tax problem of 
California counties strikes a trail that leads 
straight to the legislative and gubernate- 
rial chambers at Sacramento. 

California exercises a peculiar paternal- 
ism over its fifty-eight counties. The num- 
ber of departments in each county, the 
number of employees im each of those de- 
partments and the rate of their pay are 
all fixed in county government bills which 
‘originate in and are passed by the Legis- 
lature, just as all general laws are passed. 
The theory of this form of paternalism was 
that the counties should be divided in gen- 
eral classifications, based on population, 
and that all the counties in each class 
should have identical pay rolls. 7 

Ten classes were suggested when the 
county government amendment to the Con- 
stitution was proposed, but it was not so 
nominated in the act. Crafty “Progressive” 
politiciang have given us fifty-eight classifi- 


cations instead; and they have followed | 


this with county government bills which 
boost the expense of the county depart- 
ments in a “Progressive” ratio every two 
years. In nearly half the California coun- 
tles the increase in the pay roll of the ten

ments as shown in the 1909 Blue Book, the 
last issued under Republican rule. The in- 
crease was not all made this year: it has 
come on the installment plan, boosted “pro- 
gressively” every two years, and the county 
government bills of this year are hichest of 
The pay roll of ten departments 
of Kern county under a county government 
bill signed by Gov. Gillett was $32,000: that 
of the same department under Gov. John- 
son's county governm..t bill totals $105,000. 

This county tax burden is all the more 
onerous to the private property owner in 
California for the reason that all the rail- 
roads, light and power companies, express 
companies and telephone companies are on 


the county free list, and that the banks are 


nearly so. These are all withdrawn from 
county taxation and reserved as sources of 
revenue for the State government, much as 
great parks and estates are reserved as 
crown lands in European and Asiatic mon- 
archies.

This declaration was at the time openly 
and actively indorsed by Great Britain, and 
the Holy Alliance thereafter relinquished 
any attempt to interfere in South or Cen- 
tral America. 

No considerable attempt was made by 
any European power to question the Mon- 
roe doctrine until Louis Napoleon, during 
our Civil, War, sent Marshal Bazaine with 
a French army into Mexico to sustain Max- 
imilian in his attempt to change that coun- 
try from a republic to an empire, with the 
Austrian on its throne. | | 

Against this Mr. Seward protested so vig- 
orously that the French Emperor withdrew 
the French army from Mexico, and Juarez, 
with a good deal of secret aid in the way 
of arms and ammunition from the United 
States, overthrew and captured Maximilian, 
who was subsequently executed at Quere- 
taro. 

The next serious antagonism to the Mon- 
roe doctrine was threatened by England 
herself when she refused to arbitrate an 
alleged grievance in Nicaragua, constituted 
herself sole judge in her own case, de- 
cided it in her own favor and, with the 
shotted guns of her cruisers trained upon 
an unfortified and helpless town, extorted 
$75,000 from the slender treasury of Co- 
tinto. England might have gone further if 
Uncle Sam had not unofficially advised her 
that, although her piracy of money might 
be disregarded, she would not be suffered 
on any pretext to seize Nicaraguan soil. 


During President Cleveland’s second ad- 
ministration England made another effort 
to extend her South American holdings. 
She claimed as part of British Guiana the 
upper valley of the Essequibo, together with 
all the territory on the left bank of the 
river below the influx of the Repununi. 
The territory thus claimed contains as 
many square miles as the six New England 
States, with New York, New Jersey, Penn- 
syivania and Ohio added. 

Venezuela protested against being de- 
spoiled of the fairest portion of her domain 
and appealed to the United States to pro- 
tect her. 

And the United States said to Great Brit- 
ain, “If the Venezuelan territory to which 
you assert a claim really belongs to you, 
you may take it by force, if you can, and 
we will noteinterfere. But if it does not 
belong to you we will not suffer you to 
seize it and hold it by force of arms, be- 
cause years ago we pledged our national 


honor to the doctrine that no American 


republic should—if we could prevent it— 
be robbed of its nationality or despoiled of 
its territory by any European power. We 
never asked Europe to accept the Monroe 
doctrine as a part of international law, but 
we always asserted it as a doctrine that 
must be recognized in this hemisphere.” 
We did not claim to know whether the 
occupation by Great Britain of the upper 
valley of the Essequibo River was an in- 
vasion of Venezuela or not. We said, “That 
is a question which should be determined 
as a land 


>. 


claim. That court is called ‘arbitration.’ 
To such a court she has more than once 
submitted her boundary disputes with pow- 
erful nations—to such a court she can con- 
sistently, honorably and safely make sub- 
mission of her controversy with Venezuela.” 

A settlement of the rights of Venezuela 
and Great Britain was effected without a 
resort to arms. That settlement was 
brought about largely because the control- 
ling statesmen of England realized that 
Uncle Sam was not correctly represented 
in the prehistoric British drama as a per- 
son with abbreviated breeches and elongat- 
ed coattail, who was inspired mainly by a 
lust of dollars and moved mostly by a de 
sire to violate the Eleventh Commandment. 


England awoke to a sudden appreciation of 


the fact that the defiant dispatch of Lord 
Salisbury shriveléd to nothingness the bar- 
riers that divided Republicans and Demo- 
crats and that in support of the Monroe 
doctrine every American capitalist would 
empty his strongbox, and every tramp 
would seek the nearest recruiting station. 

The Monroe doctrine is not now tmme- 
diately at issue. Europe has trouble enough 
at home without seeking it in the Western 
Hemisphere. But there is another ques- 
tion—a national and international qués- 
tion—of even greater consequence than the 
enforcement of the Monroe doctrine. It is 
the question which was fought out success- 
fully by us with Great Britain one hundred 
years ago and in which our contention has, 
until now, been acquiesced in by all the 
maritime powers of the world. It its the 
right of neutral ships to freely navigate the 
seas without molestation from belligerents. 
It is the right of Americans to travel on 
the unarméd merchant ships of belliger- 
ents without incurring the danger of de- 
ing murdered. This right we demand as 
a right and not as a privilege, and if Ger- 


many consults her own best interests she 


will accord it without conditions and with- 
ut delay. 3 

And we also have a duty to perform to 
thé nations and to humanity. It is to stop 
sending war supplies to the allies, not be- 
cause Germany demands it, but because it 
is right and humane, while it is unrighteous 
and unhuman to continue the present prac- 
tice.

FOR JITBUS MEN. 


Important court suits affecting the 
jitney busse were begun in Police 
Court yesterday, in which the proprie- 
tors of the “Little Landers” stage, M. 
Spencer and 8. W. Parmenter, face 
Prosecution for violation of the new 
ordinance governing the jitneys. They 
hold they are not amenable to the city 
Ordinance as they do not take on and 
discharge passengers within the city, 
being engaged only in interurban 
traffic. This, they hold, divorces them 
from the local restrictions regarding 
carrying passengers. Trial of the case 
has been set for the 20th inst. 

The case will be contested as a test 
Case, as the ruling will affect all in- 
terurban bus lines, including those to 
Santa Monica, and also those to San 
Diego and other near-by cities.

Mr. Elder said 
that upon his refusal to be »bilack- 
mailed McCarthy made this threat: 
“If you don't come through I am 
strong in politics and I shall get an 
indictment against you.“ 

Within two weeks Mr. Elder re- 
ceived a letter signed by C. B. Web- 
Ppostoffice inspector, saying that 
the department had been requested 
to invéstigate the affairs of the Los 
Angeles Investment Company. A 
blank for information was inclosed. 
The letter was answered and the blank 
filled out and sent by F. L. Mowder, 
auditor of the company. 

Then inquiries from stockholders 
and telephone messages from uneasy 
stockholders began to come in. Mr. 
Elder saw McCarthy at various times 
and the latter repeated his threats. 
McCarthy again told him he would 
cause an indictment to be brought 
and told how high he stood. 

Soon afterward Postoffice Inspector 
Ranger made several visits to Mr. 
Elder, inquiring into the company’s 
affairs.

His Capabilities. : 

I firmly believe that Charife Chap- 
lin, properly directed, is the funniest 
man on the screen today.

Chaplin's first comedies, which he 
directed himself, and of which he was 
also the author, were screamingly 
funny.

All Slapstick. 

With his meteoric rise to fame, 
Chaplin has gradually dropped his 
subtle stuff and his good plots, and has 
simply taken it for granted that the 
plot and nothing else counted but 
himeelf. 

His pictures have simply become a 
series of slapstick, rough-house af- 
fairs, in which vhigarity has been be- 
coming more and more pronounced. 

If Chaplin couldn't get along with- 
out the vulgar comedy, it would be 
hard to blame him for the use of it, 
but when a man is able to amuse the 
public without becoming in any way 
offensive, it is a sad thing to see him

Whether Chaplin himself costs the 
Essanay so much money that they 
think they can’t afford to get good 
actors to assist him, or whether they 
think he is enough of an attraction 
to do without good support, I do not 
know, but for some reason or other 
Chaplin is the only actor of any abil- 
ity in the COMPANY.

WANTS GATE TO 
CONTROL WATER 


Added Unit in Ditch System 
Advbcated by Engineer. 


Functions Both Protective 
and Distributive. 


Says it May be Much Needed 
During Coming Fall. 


(BY DIRECT WIRE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 

EL CENTRO, July 13.—Charies R. 
Rockwood, chief engineer of the Im- 
perial Irrigation District, today recom- 
mended to the board of directors that 
a controlling gate be cagstructed 
across the Alamo Canal in Mexico, 
about three miles below the Inter- 
California Railfoad bridge. He tur- 
ther recommended that the gate be 
connected with the mesa on the north 
and the California Development Com- 
pany levee on the south by a new 
levee of a twelve-foot crown. The: 
heights are to be determined after 
the final survey for location of the 
Sate, but it will probably be eight feet 
high, he says. 

Engineer Rockwood says the gate 
will serve three distinct purposes, the 
first being that, in his opinion, “it is 
safest and at the same time the, least 
expensive method of protecting the 
valley and canal system from over- 
flow or flood due to changes in the 
channel of the Colorado River. Sec- 
ond, it will be located at a point 
where it will serve as the diversion 
gate for the high-line east-side canal 
unless that canal is eventually brought 
down from the Laguna Dam. In any 
case, it will serve as a diversion gate 
for all lands in Mexico above the 
Cudahy check. Third, it will serve as 
a second or alternating headgate if 
for any reason one is required, and 
I predict that one of these reasons 
Will soon be apparent, viz.; the in- 
ability to obtain sufficient water for 
our uses through the Hanlon heading, 
due to a low river and the silting up 
of the channel between the Hanlon 
gate and the ratiroad bridge. It this 
happens, the gate which I propose, 
with a safe opening to the river 
through either the Hind or Clark 
Dam, might, if it were in now, save 
to our farmers this season several 
times its cost.“ 

The recommendation was taken un- 
der advisement by the board, to be 
discussed at the next meeting. Mr. 
Rockwood appended a letter written 
by himself in 1907 to Epes Randolph, 
as president of the California De- 
velopment Company, in which he then 
urged the construction of the gate. 

“Thig plan will probably arouse 
some antagonism in certain quarters, 
and I presume the assertion will be 
made that, under the guise of protec- 
tion, we are attempting to hide the 
much - discussed exican heading,” 
Mr. Rockwood’s communication reads. 

He said he hoped the Randolph let- 
ter would prove to the satisfaction of 
taxpayers that, while the controlling 
gate may, if the necessity arises, be 
used to control the inflow from an 
intake in Mexico, his principal object 
is to construct an important unit in 
both the protective and distributary 
system. 

The Randolph letter, he sald. would 
show that in 1907 he saw the fallacy 
of depending upon the river levees 
alone for protection. 

He sald the proposed gate would 
‘be far enoveh rembved from the 
Colorado River that no channel 
¢hange would reach it, and, with 
levees, could probably be constructed 
for $55,000, whereas $85,000 was spent 
last year in a futile effort to protect 
river levees on the west bank, and 
that the government had spent over 
$2,000,000 for river levees on the Arl- 
zona side, with the work unfinished. 
He ended by saying that if the gate 
could be started at once, with night 
and day shifts working, it might save 
a serious Water shortage this fall.

vious. In explanation of the loss in 
butter volume this season it must be 
remembered that this country has been 
exporting more butter than for many 
years, and as a result storage stock 
has shrunk accordingly. The increase 
in the amount of eggs in storage is 
partially accounted for by the report 
that the large meat packers of the 
important eastern cities, who in for- 
mer years stored their eggs in their 
own plants, have this year been going

The druggist had been arrested 
and fined three times for violating 


dat the liquor laws. So the women went 


into hig store, emptied his barrel, and 
he had them arrested.

J told Mr. Lincoln I had never 
seen a trial and begged him to get 
my father’s permission to attond. 
While he didn’t believe in sparing 
the rod on boys, he appreciated their 
youthful yearnings, and humored 
them when he thought they were 
right.

Lincoln told the jury that under 
the law and the evidence he suppceed 
a fine would have to assessed 
against the women, even though 
what they had done was strictly in 
defense of their boys and their 
homes. With strong feeling he re- 
ferred to the action of the drug store 
man selling liquor despite repeated 
fines and warnings, and said these 
women saw no way to make him 
stop save by the destruction of his 
liquor. They were pcor women, and 
could not pay a large fine; 
the jury to deal with them as lenient- 
ly as they could, having in mind their 
sworn duty to adm as 
they saw it. 
“Of course 1 don't pretend to ro- 
produce Lincoln's language.
